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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,2,4-12,14, and 1 6-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art of the claimed combination having the sliding part 
comprising a slide protrusion positioned at the pulley fixing part, and the frame has an 
L-shaped protrusion guide hole positioned to support, receive, and guide a projection of 
the slide protrusion; re claim 16, the anti-release portion comprises a second hook 
having a width that is greater than a width of the penetrated hole; re claim 1 7, the 
automatic tension adjusting part comprising an elastic spring having one end fixed at 
the first fixing portion and another end fixed at the second fixing portion and the power 
transmitting belt comprises a power transmitting belt transmitting a driving force to a 
feed roller in the ink jet printer; re claim 18, the automatic tension adjusting part 
comprising an elastic spring having one end fixed at the first fixing portion and another 
end fixed at the second fixing portion and the power transmitting belt comprises a power 
transmitting belt transmitting a driving force to a feed roller in the ink jet printer; re claim 
19, the sliding part comprising a slide protrusion positioned at the pulley fixing part, and 
the frame has an L-shaped protrusion guide hole positioned to support, receive, and 
guide a projection of the slide protrusion; re claim 25, the sliding part comprising a slide 
protrusion positioned at the pulley fixing part, and the frame has an L-shaped protrusion 
guide hole positioned to support, receive, and guide a projection of the slide protrusion; 
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re claim 26, the sliding part comprising a slide protrusion positioned at the pulley fixing 
part, and the frame has an L-shaped protrusion guide hole positioned to support, 
receive, and guide a projection of the slide protrusion.
